Something Seems to Be Holding the Re- 
form Wagon Back. 


CONGRESS I$ MOVING SLOWLY. 


Before It Met the Leaders Had 
Great Expectations. 


BUT THEY HAVE HAD TO PULL UPHILL 


Skill‘ul Management Will Be Required 
the Next Few Montks—Disappoint- 


ment Where Aid Wos Expected. 


Washington, December %.—(Special.)— 
When congress reassembles next week the 
Situation that will confront it is one that is 
givirg the leaders much anxiety. When the 
first session of the fifty-third congress open- 
ed, the leaders had prepared a line of con- 
duct, which, if carried out, they believed 
would make a record that would stand to 
the credit of democrats in the coming cam- 
paign. First of all they contemplated a 
#Peedy and @:dical reform of the tariff, the 
establishment of an income ‘tax, the repeal 
of the 10 per cent tax on state banks, the 
revision of the national bank laws, and a 
reduction of appropriations. They expected 
this all to be done in short order, and 
their ambition was to get through so that 
congress might adjourn: during the spring 
months. 

The contemplation of this programme gave 
them much. satisfaction and not the least 
of their desires was to avoid any contest 
and division in the party on the silver 
question. Instead of regarding thé tariff 
a3 the burning question which demanded 
immediate settlement, Mr. Cleyeland was 
eager for the repeal of the Sherman law. 
He called the extra session and obtained 
his desire, but at the expense of dividing 
his party and creating much bitterness 
and resentment. When the extra session 
of congress adjourned the members expected 
on their return to the regular session to 
find the tariff bill ready to be discussed 
and acted on: But the same influence 
which had put the tariff in the background 
before appeared in the ways and means 
committee, not only in a dilatory policy, 
but in the manner of treating the question 
itself. And the manner in which the bill 
was prepared created considerable dissatis- 
faction. 

Valanble Time Has Been Lost. 

When congress met the first Manday in 
December, the work was so far behind 
that even now, though January 234 is fixed 
for the consideration of the bill in the house 
it is not yet completed. Moreovr, ng 
in such a shape that very Nkely both houses 
will be unable to agree uponit. ~  - 

The income tax question is giving the par- 
ty much trouble, and the advoc:tes of that 
* proposition are more or less angered be- 
cause they believe the administration has 
sided against them. The federal election 
laws were repealed in the house during the 
Special session, but they are now hung up 
in the senate. It was believed from the 
Start that the administration would favor 
the repeal of the state bank tax, and that 
Mr. Cleveland would in his message advo- 
cate its repeal. But this expectation has 
been disappointed and the banking and cur- 
rency committee seems to be divided and is 
finding it difficult to agree upon a measure 
to report to the house. 

Too Many Cooks in the Broth. 


‘: Congress has not yet tackled the revision 
of the national bank laws and the treasury 
deficiency has given rise to the question of 
issuing bonds, which makes the situation 
more perplexing. Some progress has been 
made in the work on the appropriation bills 
in curtailing expenditures, but on account 
of different committees having charge of 
certain appropriations there {s a lack of 
harmony of action.

Up to a very recent date Senator 
Cullom has been disinclined to again enter 
the senatorial race, as he desired to resume 
the practice of law and gain a competency 
for ‘himself and family. He feels that hav- 
ing been honored for so many years by the 
Illinois republicans, when a nomination 
meant an election, he cannot now, when the 
result is doubtful, afford to withdraw. 


DON JAM IS A BAD CITIZEN. 


He Is a Forger, and Turned 
Brother Out Doors. 

Washington, December 26.—At the secret 
service bureau of the ¢reasury it is stated 
that the first information that the bureau 
had concerning Don Jam came last Tuesday 
when Chief D®mmond received a letter 
from Senator Mills asking him to look out 
for a man who spelled his name Don Jam, 
who had threatened his lNfe. The senator 
gave the address of his correspondent as 
73 and 75 Passaic street, Newark, N. J. 
Chief Drummond wired his agent there, 
who replied that the man wanted had lived 
there and was a criminal. 

In order to come to Washington, he had 
forged, it is stated, his father’s name to 
money orders for his mother and sister, 
who are working in the orange groves in 
Florida. It is stated that as soon as Don 
Jam obtained this money he put his father 
out of his home and sold the household fur- 
niture, leaving the old man in destitute cir- 
cumstances. He then went to the postoffice 
and told the postmaster to send all his let- 
ters to Havre de Grace, Md. It is stated 
that there are a host of charges on which 
the man can be held, in ease his sanity is 
proven, namely, sending threatening letters 
through the mail, attempted blackmail! and 
forgery. It is said at the secret service 
bureau that under the laws of the state 
of New Jersey his father can be com- 
pelied to appear against him. There will be 
a hearing of the case in the police court 
tomorrow, when Mr. Dummond will ap- 
pear against the prisoner.

MRS. BETHUNE WILL NO’ PAY 


And Application Has Been hicde to 
Make Her Appear for Contexapt. 

New York, December 2%.—Before Judge 
Truax, in the supreme chamber her to- 
day, the application was :nale to ccm) el 
Mrs. Elsie Bethune, the legal guardian of 
‘Blind Tom,” the pianist and musical prod- 
igy, to show cause why she should not be 
punished for contempt of court. “Blind 
Tom”’ is well khown all over the country. 
At the time of emancipation of the siaves, 
he was owned by John G. Bethune, of Vir- 
ginia. The family, aware of the hegro’s 
genius, decided to retain him, notwithstand- 
ing the fifteenth amendment. The court, 
on account of ‘“‘Blind Tom’s” infirmity, de- 
cided thet ke was to remain the property 
of the Bethune's forever. This decision 
caused wide-spread gossip and not a little 
harsh criticism. Colenel Dan P. Holland, 
a Washington lawyer, endeavored to get 
the negro out of the hands of the Bethunes, 
but before that could be accepted, Mrs. 
Elsie Bethune succeeded in being appoint- 
ed Blind Tom’s guardian. Coionel Holand 
died, and as his bill for. legal services in 
behalf. of the musical genius was not paid, 
Mrs. Irene Ackerman, of Washington, 
brought suit against Mrs. Bethune for the 
fee, amounting to $3,340. Mrs. Ackerman 
won her suit and the court ordered the 
money to be paid out of the money earned 
by Blind Tom. In this action, Mrs. Bethune 
swore she had no money resulting from her 
ward’s earnings. Mrs.Irine Acker nan claims 
that Mrs. Bethune has $35,600 and real es- 
tate resulting from Bt'tnd Tom’s produc- 
tions; hence the contempt proceedings.

SLOW IN MOVING EXHIBITS. 


Many World’s Fair Displinys Are Still 
in the Buildings. 

Washington, ‘December 26.—Information 
has reached the treasury department from 
the sppraisers of merchundise at the port 
of Chicago that transportation companies 
have failed to take away rapidly the por- 
tion of the merchandise at the world’s fair 
intended for exportatien. Consequently, 
there are now at least 20,000 packages lying 
in the buildings which cannot be removed 
by December 3ist. the date fixed for the 
termination of the customs condition of the 
buildings. The contractor has, accordingly, 
asked that the time be extended for tha 
holding of the buildings, as the constructive 
bonded warehouse and the exposition offi- 
cials have agreed to provide suitable police 
supervision for the customs interests dur- 
ing the period which the customs control 
shall be maintained. In consideration of 
these facts the treasury department has in- 
structed the collector to continue in control 
of the goods referred to until further in- 
structions are given him. It is said that the 
condition of things mentioned is the result 
of bad faith on the part of the railroads. 
The companies, it seems, promised to re- 
turn the goods to the seaboard free if the 
railroad charges were paid one way. Now, 
that the fair is over, it is alleged they are 
indifferent to the matter and are using their 
own convenience in returning the merchan- 
dise to the seaboard and are giving other 
fréight preference.

Howard Pots Up Another Witness Whose 
Memory Is Treacherous. 


HE WALKED INTO TRAPS . BASILY 


Brockway Appears to Have Put the 
Case in a Bad Light. 


INSTEAD OF HELPING HE-DID HARM. 


The Sick Juror Is Able to Attend Another 
Day—Everybody Is Getting Weary 
of the Trisal—It Drags Slowly. 


Jackson,: Tenn., December 26.—(Special.)— 
The sick juror in the Howard trial was 
able to be in court this morning and the 
hearing of testimony for tne defense wes 
resumed, Brockway, one of the supposec 
coached witnesses, who was OR the stand 
Saturday night, was continued and vx 
rigidly cross-examined by Mr. Bullock, -" 
the government. It will be remembere 
that the witness claimed to have worked 
for Howard in his office in Brooklyn, N. x 
to help to issue “The Church, Home anc 
Stete,””’ Howard's paper, yet he had never 
seen a list of the subscribers to that paper.

He aye 
not remember of whom he inquired when 
he entered the building and could not 
describe Ross’s clerks. The witness Ave

This afternoon just before court 
convened a newspaper correspondent 
‘accosted by the pet witness referred to in 
the corridor of the building in regard to the 
assertion made in some correspondence, but 
before the correspondent had time to make 
his position clear the defendant appeared 
and very promptly led the witness away. 
While public interest js not abating in the 
case, it is very evident that the crowds wha 
have sat patiently each day through the 
proceedings are growing weary and the 
court and the jury and all the court officials 
are tired out.

-AN OFFER FROM CUBA, 


Corbett and Mitchell Are Wanted on 
the Little Island. 


Havana, Cuba, December 26.—(Special.)— 
A strong syndicate of wealthy sporting 
men of this city, has just, arranged for one 
of the biggest bull fights that ever took 
Dlace in Cuba. They have sent a repre- 
sentative to Jacksonville, Fia., to meet 
Messrs. Corbett and Mitchell and their 
managers and to arrange, if possible, for 
the appearance of these pugilists and others 
in an exhibition here. 

The envoy of the syndicate will offer big 
money for the appearance here of either 
Corbett or Mitchell or both, and he hopes 
to so arrange it that the buil fights and the 
pugilistic contests may take place on suc- 
ceeding days in ‘the week following Janu- 
ary 25th. The syndicate is said to have 
paid $23,000 in old Spain for two of the 
bulls, which are to fight here. Both ani- 
mals are now on their way here from Mad- 
rid. 


Even Bets on the Fight. 

Jacksonville, Fla., Decembef 26.—(Special.) 
Benjamin Hurtado, of Havana, representing 
a wealthy sporting club of that city, reach- 
ed here today and was introduced at the 
Duval Athletic Club. He comes for the 
purpose of inducing Corbett and Mitchell 
to go to Havana after the ‘ight here and ds 
prepared, it is said, to offer big money for 
the two pugilists’ appearance there.

FOUR DAYS ON THE ROCK 


Whth the Waves Beating About Them, 
A Story of Suffering. 

‘New York, December 26.—Four days on 
the recks, with scanty clothing and scantier 
food, drenched by the spray from the waves 
which were rapidly beating their schooner 
to pieces, a couple of ship lengths’ away. 
Suen is the story of shipwrecks and priva- 
tion told by the six men, who formed the 
crew of the schooner Milford, which sailed 
from Mobile to Kingston, Jamaica, on No- 
vember 18th. The steamship Neptune today 
arrived with five’of the crew. The men 
are: lLaurits Laren, John Svenson, Axel 
Dahl, John. Caesser and the steward, an 
Americah, whose name was unknown to the 
rest of the survivors. Captain Weid re- 
mained behind at Green island to look after 
what is left of the wreck and cargo. 

The Milford was a three-masted schooner 
of 30) tons. She arrived off Salt creek on 
December 3d.- _She was then about eight 
miles from Green island, the nearest hurbor. 


| That night the vessel encountered a neavy 


squall, which became a gale, and in half 
an hour, the Milford was pounding en the 
edge of a reef. The crew howered the cnly 
boat they had, but were forced to return to 
the schooner as they could not reach the 
shore through the heavy surf. As they 
hoisted the boat to the davits a heavy sea 
smashed it to linters and the men were 
dashed about the deck. Svenson was se- 
verely injured the right shoulder. Stecrt- 
ly afterwards the vessel sprang a :cnk end 
it soon became evident that she wouid go 
to pieces. 

With the appearance of daslizht the vt ew 
had a chance to see what were the best 
means of saving themselves. Leren de- 
cided to try to swim to the rocks near-by. 
The water was infested with sharks, but he 
plunged into the waves und reached the 
rocks in safety. He made fast the end of 
a line and then the work of rettinz the 
other men ashore began. ‘They all made 
the dangerous passage in safety’. “i hey 
brought some food and water ashore, put 
only just enough to keep them from dyirg 
of starvation. 

The crew remained on the rocks until the 
following Thursday. rhey were without 
any kind of shelter. The storm had abated 
by Thursday afternoon and the ral‘ver 
came out in a canoe and tvok them ashore. 


A LARGE STRIKE PROBABLE 


Unless Mine Operators Revoke the 


‘Order Reducing Wages. 
Bellaire, O., December 26.—A strike of 


alarming proportions will be instituted by 


miners in this vicinity January Ist, if opera- 
tors do not revoke their decision to cut 
The miners af- 
fectes; are those employed along the line of 
the Baltimcre and Ohio. railread. . Some 
time ago the operators announced that they 
were unable to pay 70 cents per ton, as 
heretofore, and January list would reduce 
to 60 cents per ton the waywes paid to West 
Virginia miners. ‘The claim of the bosses 
was that they could not compete against 
West Virginia coal and pay 10 cents more 
per ton for mining. alleging that under this 
arrangement West Virginia coal could be 
sold at the mouth of the Ohio mines for 
less than Ohio operators themselves could 
sell their own coal. On the other hand, 
the miners claim that the bosses can make 
a good profit with wages at 70 cents per 
ton. They have decided to refuse the re- 
duction and “unless some compromise is 
agreed upon within,a few days all will lay 
down their tools New Year’s Day. 


MURDERED FOR $26. 
Negroes Heard Cries but Were Afraid 
to Go Out. 

Yorkville, S. C., December 26.—(Special.)— 
A negro named Jeff Crawford was commit- 
ted to jail today for the murder of W. P. 
Blackburn, a well-to-do white man in this 
county last Sunday night. Blackburn's 
body was found in a thick wood on Sunday 
morning. There were two bullet holes 
through his head and his jugular vein had 

been severed. 

A pistol and wagon were found near the 
body and identified as the property of the 
negro. Twenty dollars that Blackburn was 
known to have in his pocket was missing 
and $8 of the money was found in the pos- 
session of Crawford. It is believed that 
Crawford lured Blackburn to the woods on 
pretense of taking him to a whisky wagon 
and murdered him for his money. Several 
negroes living in a cabin near by heard 
cries and heard Blackburn say, “Oh, Lord!”’ 
but were afraid to go out to see what was 
the matter. 


FOUGHT THE ROBBER. 


Two Women Keep a Villain at Bay 
Until Help Comes. 

Kansas City, Mo., December 26.—A masked 
burglar entered the house of irs. Eilen 
Kelly, five miles southwest of Argentine, 
Sunday. She and her daughter Eliza live 
alone and there was considerable money in 
the house. The women awakened to find 
the burglar in their presence. Mrs. Keiy 
sot hold cf a long snarp corn knife and a 
three-cornered struggie followed. The rob- 
ber received a wound in the head inflicted 
with the knife and he beat both the women 
badly about the head and face with his fist, 
while the daughter received two severe 
wounds in the head inflicted by the robber 
with the corn knife. Finally the daughter 
succeeded in giving the alarm and neigh- 
bors came to their assistance. A large posse 
is in pursuit of the robber and a lynching 
is not improbable. Mrs. Kelly is seventy 
years old.

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RIOTERS ARRESTED. 


Ro One Seems to Know How Many 
Negroes Were Killed. 


SEVERAL WERE SLIGHTLY WOUNDED 


A Mass Meeting Held to Protest 
Against Lynching. 


AID ASKED OF GOVERNOR MITCHELL! 


He Has Ordered Out the Tampa Rifles 
All Roads Leading Into Wild- 
wood Are Picketed. 


Wildwood, Fla., December 26.—The negro, 
Abe Lambright, who shot Ira Smith last 
night, together with five other negroes who 
were in the fight, were arrested this morn- 
ing and lodged in jail by Sheriff Chapman, 
in eharge of the Leesburg Rifles. There 
was considerable firing from the rifles be- 
fore the arrests were made. At least seven- 
ty-five shot were exchanged. Several ne- 
groes were slightly wounded. Isiah Ryan, 
colored, was killed last night but was not 
reported until this morning. 

Three of the supposed leaders of the riot, 
colored men—Abe Lambright, Jeff McCallis- 
ter and Anderson Brown—are now in fail. 
James Lambright, the negro who started 
the difficulty with Rube Caruthers, is still 
at large. 

it is not definitely known how many ne- 
groes were killed last night an@ this morn. 
ing. The negro Abe Lambrignt was shot 
before being arrested this morning. It 
looked for a while that Abe Lambright 
would be lynched, but a grand mass meet- 
ing of the White citizens was held to pro- 
test against lynch law and advise peace and 
compromise. 

Rev. Mr. Mason, Colonel I. E. Barwick 
and J. H. Curry made earnest speeches to 
the crowd advising moderation and the su- 
premacy of the law. The crowd was quiet- 
ed and apparently satisfied to permit the 
sheriff to take charge of and remove the 
negro prisoner, Abe Lambright, to Tavares 
jail, which he did under the protection of 
the Leesburg Hifles. At this hour every- 


hing seems to be quiet. 


People tnder Arms. 


There are about fifty white men under 
arms. It was reported this afternoon that 
the negroes were organizing in the direction 
of Lady Lake. Telegrams have been sent 
to the governor and it is understood that he 
has ordered the Tampa Rifles to this place. 
They will arrive here at 11 o’clock tonight. 
Every road leading into the town is picket- 
ed and the movements of the negroes are 
closely watched. The people are very much 
excited. Rube Caruthers, white, who was 
shot last night, is not dangerously wounded. 
Ira Smith is very critically wounded. 


BURNING TWENTY-FOUR HOURS, 


Ry a Singular Coincidence Fire Starts 
in Two Buildings at the Same Time. 
Charleston, 8. C., December 26.—(Special.) 


“Tha, fire, which started, in the Charleston 


bagging factory at 7 o'clock on Christmas 
night is still burning. The swry of the fire 
is remarkable. It started simultaneous!y in 
two of the five large buildings which occupy 
the square and belong to the factory. These 
two buildings were the warehouse on the 
west and the weaving mill on the east. 
3etweem them is the spinning mill, an 
enormous structure. In the warehouse are 
several thousand bales of jute and in the 
carding mills as many rolls of bagging. 
Theconfligration is ascribed to spontaneous 
combustion. ‘Ane mills have been shut 
down for some time.

PUNISHING THE CANNIBALS, 


The British Gunboat Boomerang De- 


‘stroys Their Villages. 

London, December 26.—An officer of the 
British gunboat Boomerang, engaged in the 
protection of floating trade in Australian 
waters, writing from Sidney, N. 8S. W., un- 
der date of November 8th, gives a graph- 
ic account of the punishment of cannibals 
of Pentrost island for the massacre of the 
crew of the American schooner Don Henri. 
He says that reports reached the command- 
er of the Bocmerang while at Noumea, capi- 
tal of the French colony of New Caledonia, 
to the effect that numerous cases of canni- 
balism, murdering and plundering were 
reported from the neighborhood of Pentrost 
island. The Boomerang, thereupon, was 
headed for the islands, where the captain 
of the Don Henri was found. The com- 
mander of the American schooner made a 
statement to the British officers to the effect 


‘that early in September last, when calling 


at Pentrost island. in oraer to engage na- 
tives to work on plantations, he sent a boat 
ashore containing M. Lofty, a French 
trader, and three seamen. Upon reaching 
the shgre the party was attacked by sav- 
ages armed with tomahawks and all four 
were murdered. The commander of the 
Boomerang at the same place also received 
news of the murder of the crew of a boat 
sent ashore from the Neptune, a 
French trading vessel at Aurora 
ishand. Later in company with the 
French warship Acoraff, the Boom- 
erang proceeded to Pentrost island, 
where each warship landed at different 
points a detachment of forty-eight officers 
and sailors with instructions to converge 
upon certain villages and thus hem’ the 
cannibals in and administer to them severe 
punishment for the murder of the boats’ 
crews. The movement was successfully 
carried out. The French and British blue- 
jackets advanced through the bush upon 
the different villages. The natives aiarmed 
atthe advance of the two naval detach- 
ments, -retreated to the villages, calling 


poe 4 upon all the inhabitants to take up arms, | 
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The latter did so, but they made but a fee- 
ble defense with thetr old snide rifles, 
posonmed arrows and spears and soon fled tu 
the bush. The sailors tnen destroyed the 
native villacwe of Pentrost isiand and re- 
turned to their respective snips. 

The Boomerang and Acoraff then proceed- 
ed to Aurora island, where similar tactics 
were adopted and where two viliuges were 
destroyed. In addition heavy nnes were 
inhicted upon the natives of several other 
islands, who hed been prominent in the 
ill treatment of traders or seamen. Those 
urectly implicated in the murders were 
seized and sentenced to imprisonment for 
life at the French settlement at Noumea. 
At Pentrost island alone over thirty white 
men have been massacred and robbed and 
large quantities of human vones were 
found.

Washington. 

Washington, December 26.—About 500 per- 
sons were in attendance at the Ivy City 
track this afternoon, when racing was re- 
sumed after a recess of nearly two weeks. 
It was positively known that all bookmak- 
ers attempting to do business in the tent 
would be arrested, yet it was announced 
that twelve books would be opencd. When 
the hour arrived for them to so on, however, 
only one man took the biock. The others 
decided not to sacrifice themselves. our 
detectives and three officers in citizens’ 
clothes surrounded the stail while the bets 
were being made; and just as the flag fell 
starting the first race, the detectives closed 
in on them and notified them that they 
were under arrest. The raid caused littie 
or no excitement.

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The Kansas Republicans Are Actively 
Laying Wires. 


HOPE TO CAPTURE MR. MARTIN'S SEAT. 


Bome of the Men Who Are Now in Train- 
ing—Ingalls No Longer a Factor in 
the Politics of the State. 


Topeka, Kun., December 26.—The yictory 
achieved by the republicans of Kansas at 
the recent elections has inspired them to 
enter the campaign for next year with re- 
newed hope, and the battle that will be 
waged for the-election of members of the 
lower house of the legislature by both re- 
publicans and populists will attract na- 
tional attention. Already the wires are be- 
ing lai@ and pins sét for this contest. A 
United States senator is to be elected and it 
all depends upon the election of the lower 
house of the legislature. 

Instructions to the Kansas leaders have 
already been sent out from Washington 
calling their attertion to the importance of 
@ thorough organization of the party this 
winter, urging the league club plan as the 
best means of getting the republicans to- 
gether. The Kansas leaders are told that 
this state is expected to return a repub- 
lican to the United States senate to suc- 
ceed Senator Martin. 

With the republicans and populists nearly 
evenly divided this may not be an easy 
thing to do. The state senate consists of 
forty members and holdovers. The house 
is composed of 125 members, to be elected 
mext November. It requires eighty-three 
votes to elect in joint convention. Of the 
forty holdover senators twenty-three are 
populists, two democrais and fifteen republi- 
cans. To win republicans must elect 
sixty-eight members of the house. This, it 
is conceded, will tax their best energies. If 
they should fail of a majority on ‘oint bal- 
lot and the democrats should have, as they 
did last year before several populists were 
unseated, the balance of power, it would 
add additional interest to the Situation. 

The republicans take it for granted that 
they wil! elect the senator, and this feeling 
of assurance has started several robust 
senatorial booms. Whenever this question 
is sprung in Kansas the natural inquiry 
comes, ‘‘Will Ingalls be a candidate?” Al- 
though retired to private Hfe, his name is 
inseparably connected with he United 
States senatership and other men who 
aspire to this honor are measured by the 
Ingalls yardstick. If they do not possess 
the burning eloquence and cutting sarcasm 
Which characterized Ingails’s career of 
eighteen years in the senate they are at 
once read out of the lists by the former 
worshipers of the rebel-skinner. But In- 
galls is no longer a factor in Kansas poli- 
tics and is not seriously regarded as a sena- 
torial possibility. 

There are already four candidates in train- 
ing in the republican camp and they are 
losing no time in letting their desires be 
known. One of them, ex-United States L1s- 
trict Attorney J. W. Ady, has been in the 
field since he failed to defeat Martin Jest 
winter. He is persistent and determined 
and will be a strong candidate. J. R. Bur- 
ton, world’s fair commissioner from Kan- 
Sas and next to Ingalls the most brilliant 
orator in the siate, has announced his can- 
didacy. Burton is a voung man and for that 
reason will develop a great deal of strength. 
Icx-Senator Bishop W. Perkins, it is an- 
riounced, will return to Kansas and make 
the fight for re-election. He has been living 
in Washington since the expiration of his 
term, but is possessed of a zsnawing desire 
to return to senatorial life. «che last can- 
didate to announce is Judge J. B. Johnson, 
of Topeka, though his candidacy is not re- 
garded as, dangerous to the other aspirants. 

There is another Kansan, '“wever, who 
has a stronger hold upon the affections of 
the republican party and the peopie of 
this stute than either of the candidates 
named. That man is George R. Peck, gen- 
eral solicitor of the Atkinson, Topeka and 
Santa Fe Railroad Company. Although tefh- 
porarily residing in Chicago, Peck is re- 
garded as-a Kansan, and with his legion of 
friends over the state could return here and 
secure more votes for United States senator 
than all of the gentlemen named combined. 
In ability he is the superior of any of them, 
@nd while he has been connected with a 
great corporation he has always been strong 
with the people. He helped. hundreds of 
men in different ways, and without hope or 
thought of reward. There is a strong senti- 
ment for Peck for senator in Kansas now, 
and, unless he flatly refuses, his name wiil 
be used in that connection, and chances are 
even that he will have more votes than the 
combined. opposition. 

Two years ago, when Senator Plumb died, 
Governor Humphrey sent for Peck and 
urged him to accept the appointment. Peck 
Geclined beeause of his obligations to the 
corporation he was serving. At that time 
the sentiment was almost unanimous for 
Peck and there has been very little change 
since. Governor Humphrey delayed the ap- 
pointment for a week, hoping that Peck 
would reconsider, but he did not and Sen- 
@tor Perkins was named.

ALL SHADES OF OPINION, 
Democratic Senators Are Very Much 
Divided on the Tariff Schedule. 
Washington, December 26.—The democrat- 
fe membership of the senate committee on 
finance composed, as it is, ef senutors from 
all sections of the country far enst as 
New Jersey and as far west as Missouri 
and including representatives irom Indiana, 
Tennessee, North Carolina ig@® Araunsas, 
naturally presents all ihe varying shuces 

of sentiments on the turif. 

Senator McPherson, representing an east- 
ern manufacturing constituency, has been 
known for years as a Ran lall dernocrat and 
his friends intimate that he finds so many 
objectionable features in the bill in the di- 
rection of a reduction of duties on manu- 
factured goods, that he would prefer to 
amend dt by the substitution of a complete 
new measure. 

On the other hand, Senator Jones, cf 
Arkansas, believes absolutely in a tariff for 
revenue and for no other purypose, and does 
not consider that protection is eonstitution- 
al. He does not like the retention of. the 
Sugar bounty and is inclined tv the opinion 
that a small duty on this article for revenue 
purposes would be far more strictly in ac- 
cord with democratic doctrine and would 
serve the purposes of the treasury better 
at this time. He finds many traces if the pro- 
tective theory left in the Wilson bill and 
would doubtless, if he had his way in this 
matter, report a substitute for the entire 
bill, which would look absolutely to the 
revenue feature and knoek out all sem- 
blance of protection to whatever. interest. 
Senators Harris, Vest and Vance would be 
more inclined to coincide with Mr. Jones 
than with Mr. McPherson. Senator Voor- 
hees, who, as chairman of the committee, 
will have more than the other members to do 
in shaping its course, may be denominated 
a conservative as between these conflicting 
theories, and it is safe to say that he will 
advocate the retention of the Wilson bill. 
He holds the opinion that the democratic 
members of the ways and means committee 
have done a great deal of hard work in 
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preparing the bill and finds in it so many | 
features that commend themselves to him 
that he thinks it ought to stand with soime 
changes. He accepts with faver, the ad 
valorem system and also the transfer of a 
large number of items on the raw material 
list from the protected to the free column, 
With the administration holding the same 
view as the chairman of the committee, It 
would seem probable at this time tnat the 
Wilson bill will hold its place as such when 
reported to the senate from the finance 
committee. : 

Unquestionably there will be many 
changes, but if the internal revenue Dill 
should provide a fairly satisfactory means 
of providing for the treasury deficit, the 
Wilson bill, after being tossed about, eriti- 
cised and altered to a greater or less de- 
gree, will be reported to the senate by its 
committee early in the spring months. Such 
a thing might happen as Senator McPherson 
joining with the republicans and thus taking 
the question out of the hands of the dem- 
ocratic majority of the democratic comunit- 
tee, but that is not probable under the cir- 
cumstances. Strong pressure inay ¢ prvught 


upon him from his own state to pursue this 
course, but the wishes of the presi lent will 
be a strong factor with the New .ersey 
senator. Furthermore, he is 4 man who al- 
ways prefers to make his fight within the 
lines of his own party. 


AN INDIAN STATE. 


Judge Holman Would Have One Made 


from the Territories. 

Washington, December 26.—Chairman 
Holman, of the house committee on. Indian 
affairs, today in discussing the letter of 
Governor Fishback, said thiat there is now 
pending before the committee on Indian 
affairs a bill designated to remedy existing 
conditions by conferring in the United 
States courts in the Indian Territory greater 
authority than they now possess. It was 
probable, he said, that the committee would 
report the bill very soon after cougress re- 
assembled and he would take occasion to 
ask its early consideration. The bill was 
prepared at the interior deparement for the 
purpose of securing better government au- 
thority. 

Mr. Holman has recently sent ex-Senator 
Dawes, chairman of the Indian Territory 
commission, his views regarding the state- 
hood movement, which the Dawes commis- 
sion is expected to report upon. He told 
Mr. Dawes that he thought it would be ad- 
visable .to move the Imiians now 1n Okla- 
homa to the unoccupied hands of the present 
western boundary of the Indian Territory. 

Instead of the irregular boundary that 
sepnrates the territories, Mr. Holman said 
he would have a straight line and would 
ereate the state out of the territories. He 
thinks that it would bea good thing to have 
an Indian state which would be separate 
and distinct from the interference and 
government of the white people. Oklahoma 
would contain about 22,000,000 acres, and 
eastern or Indian state would contain about 
10,000,000 acres, both capable of making 
good states. Mr. Holman says that apart 
from other reasons in favor of two states 
there would be a sentiment in having one 
state of Indian population to work out its 
own destiny in its own way, with two sena- 
tors and a representative to look after its 
rights in the national government. 

Representative McRae, of Arkansas, said 
today that the letter which Governor Fish- 
back a.dreesed to the president upon the 
condition of things in the Indian Territory 
states the case about right. Mr. McRae 
wainks that the present condition of the 
Indian Territory makes congressional ac- 
tion imperative. 


HAWAIIAN INVESTIGATION. 


The Senate Foreign Committee Will 
Give Hearings Today. 
Washington, December 26.—The Hawaii 
investigation is to be begun tomorrow under 
the .auspices of the senate committee on 
foreign relation. No one seems to under- 
stand just what is*~propoged to be done by 
the committee, how extensive the hearings 
to be given will be, just who is to be heard 
or how long the hearings will be continued. 
The work will be in the hands 
of subcommittee of the committee 
on foreign relations, consisting of 
Senators Morgan, Butler and Gray, demo- 
crats, and of Senators Sherman and Fry, 
republicans. It is to be undertaken under 
the resolution of Senator Morgan, of the 

20th instant, “which is as follows: 

‘Resolved, That the committee on foreign 
relations shall inquire and report whether 
any, and if so, what irregularities have oc- 
curred in the diplomatic -.or other inter- 
course between the United States and Ha- 
waii in relation to the recent political revo- 
lution in Hawaii, and to this end said com- 
mittee is authorized to send for persons 
and papers and to administer oaths to wit- 
nesseg.”’ 

It is presumed that the investigation will 
take the shape of an inquiry into the con- 
duct of Minister Stevens at the time of the 
revolution and of Commissioner Blount, 
with the possibility of going into the ques- 
tion of the recognition of the provisional 
government, and also an investigation as to 
the regularity of the Blount appolntment. 
It is not yet known whether the meetings 
will be open to the public or held behind 
closed doors.

The flaxen-haired .match girl of seven 
years ago is Known now from one end of 
the country to the otmer. Her exploits have 
been telegraphed to every newSpaper in the 
land and to most of the papersin ‘Jsurope. 
Artists have deemed her career of sufficient 
public interest to ‘fake’ cuts of the fair 
beauly.

Rosa Lytle, or Zella Nicolaus, as she is 
better known, is one of the most renmiark- 
able adventuresses of the day. Her fight 
from the career of a match vendor to that 
of a woman who had only to smile and 
millionaires were at her dainty feet, was 
swift and somev@at aysterious. Ra.>ud 
almost in ‘squalor the girl has lately im- 
dulged herself in all the luxuries of one 
born to a crown. When in Chigago lately 
she occupied a suite of rooms in a fashion- 
able hotel for which one of her admirers 
paid $100 a Week. it is no uncoinmon thing 
for the girl to give a dinner to two or 
three select friends and sign a bill next 
morning for $250 or $300. Her tastes are 
luxurious in the extreme, so much so sine 
frequently finds it necessary to change ho- 
tels, leaving her baggage in one until for- 
tune smiles on her again, for the ardor of 
her richest admirers chilis before the ava- 
lanche of dressmakers’, milliners’ and liv- 
erymen’s bills.

Southern Family. 


MACON STANDS BY RECEIVER SPARKS. 


The Talk of a Co-Receiver Is Met by 
an Intimation That the Tables 
May Be Turned. 


Macon, Ga., December 26.—(Special.)— 
When Mr. W. B. Sparks was appointed re- 
ceiver of the Georgia Southern and Florida 
aystem of railroads the judge ordered that 
he file on the 25th of each month a report 
of the receipts and expenditures of the 
| Poads for the preceding month. As yester- 
day was Christmas and the courts were 
closed his report for November was filed 
in Bibb superior court today. From the 
receiver's report for the month of Novem- 
ber, 1888, the following interesting figures 
a@re taken: 

The gross earnings of the Georgia South- 
ern and Florida were $76,767,08; operating 
expenses, $49,004.92; net earnings, $2/,762.16; 
Operating expenses 64 per cent. 

The gross earnings for the Macon and 
Birmingham road for the month of Novem- 
ber were $7,109.64; operating expenses, $,- 
517.47; net earnings, $2,592.17; operating ¢€x- 
penses 63 per cent. 

Whit Chairman Smart Said. 

Mr. H. P. Smart, of Savannah, chairman 
of the bondholders’ committee of the Geqr- 
gia Southern road, stated in a recent inter- 
view in The Savannah News that the gross 
earnings of the Georgia Southern road in 
1892 were $768,445, and in 1893, $817,321, but 
under the receivership the expenses have 
increased during 1493 by $115,567, which some- 
‘ what cut down the net earnings. The road 
- earfied net on 1892 $243,000, and in 1893 $176,- 
000. The reason of the apparent increase 
in expenses under the receivership is due to 
the law of the interstate commission, which 
requires all expenditures of the road, ex- 
cept court costs and taxes, to be charged 
to operating expenses. Therefore, all the 
money Réceiver Sparks has spent in con- 
structing over twenty miles of sidetracks, 
building bridges and trestling, improving 
the road bed, replacing crossties, repairing 
cars, etc., has to be charged to operating 
expenses, instead of being charged to bet- 
terinents, where the charge properly be- 
lorigs. The road is in a splendid physical 
condition. It is claimed that it is in better 
condition then any other road in the state. 
Receiver Sparks has kept it up to a high 
Standard. if he covld charge these expen- 
ditures-to betterments, instead of to oper- 
ating expenses, he would make a magnifi- 
cent showing as between earnings and oper- 
atuung expenses. 

In the above mentioned interview in The 
Savannah News, Chairman Smart is quoted 
“as saying that ‘‘a peculiar fact in connec- 
tion with the property is that the through 
traffic showed an increase of $283,000 over 
what it was in 1892, while the local traffic 
for the same time showed a falling off of 
more than $219,000. 

A railroad man says: “This showing in re- 
gard to through traffic is quite a compli- 
ment to Receiver Sparks, as a railroad man- 
ager. It is not difficult for a railroad to 
control the local treight that originates and 
terminates on its line. No other road can get 
this local business, but it requires hard 
work and successful management for a 
road to obtain through traffic, for through 
traffic is business obtained from the outside 
world by active competition with numerous 
Other railroads, and for the Georgia South- 
ern to show an increase of $233,000 in 
through trafilc over what it was in 1892 
speaks volumes for Receiver Sparks’s suc- 
cessful management. The falling off in lo- 
~ eal tratfic is due to the temporary shutdown 
of sawmills along the line of the Georgia 
Southern, and a general depression of busi- 
ness in the state. With a revival of trade 
and industries the sawmills will resume 
operation and the local traffic of the Geor- 
gia. Southern will increase.” 

What About a Co-Receiver? 

Chairman Smart, of the bondholders’ com- 
mittee, states that the oourt will 
be asked by the committee that 
Mr. Skipworth Wilmer, of Balti- 
more, the present§ attorney for the 
bondholders, be appointed co-receiver with 
Mr. Sparks. 

There is quite a number of bondholders 
of the Georgia Southern in Macon, and The 
Constitution’s representative asked several 
of them what they thought of the appli- 
cation that the committee proposes to make 
for the appointment of a co-receiver. They 
replied that they did not intend to be par- 
ties to ahy such proceeding; that they saw 
no need of a co-receivec. The committee 
would have to give to the court good rea- 
sons why a co-receiver should be appointed. 
They would be compelled to show to the 
court that it is necessary to appoint a co- 
receiver for the protection af soige interest; 
they must prove to the court that Receiver 
Sparks is not carefully Yooking after the 
interests of the bondholders, and this the 
committee cannot do, though they have 
all the facts and figures in connection with 
Receiver Sparks’s management of the road, 
for a competent expert, appointed by the 
court at the request of the committee, has 
gone over the receiver's books. several 
times. 

One of the bondholders said very em- 
phatically today: ‘It is true that the com- 
mittee claim that Receiver Sparks has work- 
ed in the interest of the stockholders and 
not in the interest of the bondholders: 
but if the committee will stop to think for 
one moment they will see that it is im- 
possible for any living man to operate in 
the interest of the stockholden and not in 
the interest of the bondholder. Out of the 
first moneys, the senior securities come; it 
is out of the last that the stockholder is 
paid, afer all debts are settled in full. The 
more valuable a receiver makes 2a property 
the more valuable becomes the first mort- 
gage bonds. It is not for him to say how 
the moneys shall be distributed, that mat- 
ter being entirely with the court, and it is 
with the court to say how the properties 
shall be managed.”’ 

Sparks Not Frightened. 

This bondholder added that Mr. Sparks 
does tot at all apprehend that a co-receiver 
will be appointed. ‘“‘Why,” said the bond- 
holder, “‘the previous attempt of the gom- 
mittee to remove him has given them a 
great deal of trouble, and Mr. Sparks is 
willing to ask the court to remove him as 
receiver if the committee will show just 
“ome thing that he has done that has not 
been in the interest of the bondholders, or 
the creditors and stockholders.”’ 

How About the Committee? 

The additional information was given that 
Mr. Sparks might turn the tables on the 
committee by asking the bondholders to 
dissolve it. It is claimed that it may be 
proven to the bondholders that when the 
Baltimore meeting of October 26, 1892, was 
held, and the committee was appointed,

FORBIDS. 


The City Council, However, Overrides 
Hila Two Vetees. 

Macon, Ga., December 26.—(Special.)— 
The city council met tonight. The appoint- 
ments by the mayor of sanitary inspectors 
were confirmed. The city of Macon knows 
its first veto in the history of its municipal 
government. Not until the new city char- 
ter which recently went into effect did the 
mayor of Macon ever have the veto power. 
Mayor Horne sent two vetoes tonight, but 
they were overridden by a vote of 8 to 3. 

At t@2 meeting of the city council last 
Tuesday night an ordinance was passed 
relative to the working of streets. Th's 
ordinance kept the working of streets in the 
control of the council instead of giving it 
to the public works committee, as the new 
charter intends. Mayor Horne vetoed this 
vetoed the resolution 
passed by the council at tts last meeting 
deferring the election of a city marshai 
until the second Tuesday in February. As 
already stated, both vetoes were .overrid- 
den by the council tonight by a vote of 
S to 3. The new charter fixes eight as the 
number necessary to override the mayor's 
veto. This number was exactly obtained 
on both votes tonirht. The aldermen who 
voted to override the mayor’s veto were 
Collins, Hurley, Dinkler, Altmeyer, Harris, 
Hill, Sperry and Chairman Carling. Those 
who voted to sustain the veto were Riley, 
Hiowes and Findlay. The only absentee was 
Alderman Pearson. If he had been pr@ent 
it is presumed that he would have voted 
. sustain the veto. Riley, Howes and Find- 
ay are three of the new aldermen who were 
elected this month. Tonéght’s vote on the 
veto indicates that the lines are drawn in 
the city council for the next twelve months 
at least, and on one de will be found 
Mayor Horne and Aldermen Riley, Howes 
and Findlay and perhaps Aldérman Pear- 
gon and on the other side will be found 
Aldermen Collins. Hurley, Dinkler, Alt- 
meyer, Harris, Hill, Sperryand Chairman 
Carling.

Macon, Ga., December 26.—(Special.)—Wal- 
ter F. Johnston, proprietor of the Merchants’ 
bank, sold his business today to If. C. 
Piant’s Son and retired from the banking 
business. I. C. Plant’s Son is one of the 
largest and most prosperous financial in- 
stitutions in the city and is owned by Rob- 
ert H. Plant, the well-known banker and 
life insurance manager. Mr. Johnston has 
deposited with I. C. Plant’s Son sufficient 
money to pay all check deposits, certificates 
of deposit, etc., due by the Merchants’ bank. 
Mr. Johnston’s patrons will, for the most 
part, transfer their patronage to I. C. 
Plant’s Son, knowing that here they will 
receive every possible courtesy and accom- 
modation. 

In July, 1887, the late R. F. Lawton estab- 
lished the Merchants’ National bank, with 
$100,000 capital and was its president, and 
Walter F. Johnston was vice president. On 
the death of President Lawton, the Mer- 
chants’ National liquidated and Mr. John- 
ston established the Merchants’ bank as its 
‘successor in February, 1895, with $50,000 
capital.

Merchant Jones Cracks John MeDonald 
with a Stick. 


THE LAWYER RETURNS THE ATTACK. 


Jones Says He Was Resenting an Uncon- 
ventional Call on His Wife—McDon- 
ald’s Statement Contradicts It. 


Waycross, Ga., December 26.—(Special.)— 
Colonel John P. McDonald, a prominent 
lawyer; James Crawley. his nephew, and 
J. A. Jones, a prominent merchant, all of 
this city, were the participants In a very 
sensational difficulty this morning on Plant 
avenue. 

Jones, it seems, was standing on the street 
near his store, when he was approached by 
Messrs. McDonald and Crawley. McDonald 
attempted to cane Jones and Jones struck 
him with a broom handle. About this time 
young Crawley drew his pistol on Jones, 
Further trouble was prevented by the po- 
lice. 

Jones was seen at his place of business 
this afternoon and was asked to give his 
side of the affair. He said: 

“I was at the lodge last night. McDonald 
went to my house avout o o’clock. He call- 
ed for me from the outside. My wife open- 
ed the blinds upstairs. McDonald said he 
had a message for me. My wife said for 
him to tell her the message and she would 
deliver it to me when I came from the 
lodge. 

‘‘He said he could not deliver the message 
to her up there. but ff she would come 
down he would tell her. She told him to de- 
liver it to Mr. ‘thomas, next door. He said 
he wanted to see her. He said: ‘You won't 
ask me in and I'll come in anyhow.’ He 
went in and walked about the parlor and 
struck a match and lit the lamp. My wife 
said she could not come down, as I was 
not at home. 

Says She Was Afraid to Go Down. 

‘McDonald spoke unbecomingly to her 
and she was afraid to come down. Finally 
McDonald left the house and went to Mc- 
Whorter’s drug store. Mrs. Jones then 
went to the house of Mr. Thomas and sent 
my son Jimmie after me. 

“I returned with my son and found my 
wife prostrated with hervous fright. I 
went for Dr. Walker, at the drug store, 
and found McDonald there. I gave hima 
good caning. ,This morning McDonald and 
James Crawley were drunk. They came to 
my store and Crawley covered me with a 
pistol and McDonald struck me with his 
cane. I broke my broom handle over Mc- 
Donald’s head. The difficulty was stopped 
by chief Cason, who was present. 

McDonald's Version. 


Cotonel McDonald made a statement as 
follows: “I was passing by Mr. Jones's 
house and Mrs. Jones called to me to tell 
her son Jamie ‘to return to the house. I 
toid her I would do so. I told the boy what 
his mother said and then went to Captain 
Lee’s. I was with Captain Lees folks near- 
lv all the first part of the night. ‘Shortly 
afterward, I passed by where Jamie Jones 
was shooting firecrackers and said, joking- 
ly, that 1f he did not g0 home at once I 
would tell his father to whip him when I 
him. The boy got mad and 
to the house and caused all 
I did not go inside of Mrs. 
said nothing except in 
answer to her questions. lI then went to 
McWhorter’s drug store. Jones had rFre- 
turned home from the lodge and I suppoes 
he was mad because I told his boy I would 
tell his father to whip him. While I was 
talking, with my back turned to the door, 
Jones stepped in and struck me with his 
on my back.

I took 
Crawley with me and went to where Jones 
was on the street this morning. I asked 
Jones why he treated me as he did last 
night.

If I had 
acted unbecomingly towards Mrs. Jones I 
would have apologized to Mr. Jones this 
morning, instead of caning him. Mrs. Jones 
knows that I did not go in her yard and that 
I said nothing to her only in answer to her 
request that I teil her son to go to the 
house. Mr. Jones’s statement is absolutely 
untrue. He saw and heard nothing. Mrs. 
Jones was nervous because the boys were 
having their tireworks. If I had not caned 
Jones this morning he would not have 
thought of making such accusations against 
me,”’ & 

Crawley’s Statement. 

James Crawley made the following state- 
ment: 

‘“l was at McWhorter’s drug store. Mc- 
Donald was standing with his back turned 
to the door and was talking with H. D. 
Rowbrotham. Jones came in and struck 
McDonald one time with his cane. I started 
to interfere and McWhorter prevented me. 
This morning McWVonald told me to go with 
him and see the fight out. We found Joneg 
on the street in tront of his store. McDon- 
ald asked Jones why he treated him in such 
a cowardly manner last night. He then 
struck Jones on the head with his cane. 
Jones advanced towards McVonaid and I 
covered Jones with a pistol.’ 


A BOY STEALS $470, 


His Mother Put Some of It in Her 


Stocking. 


Marietta, Ga., December 26.—(Special.)— 
This morning about 9 o’clock Henry Daniel 
was arrested by Sheriff McLain and Special 
Constable Itieming. Back of this arrest is 
an interesting story, measured in dollars 
and centy.

The New York Financier is inclined to 
View with alarm the statement the 
condition of the New York banks. is- 
sued last Saturday. The banks now 
hold nearly $78,000,000 in excess of the 
legal requirements, and the aggregate 
amount of deposits reaches nearly $500,- 
000,000. The Financier has at last waked 


of 


up to tie fact that the concentration of¢| 


this vast volume of idle money in the 
vaults of the New York banks represents 
a deplorable state of affairs, and it cries 
out in alarm that it is time for the emi- 
nent financiers of the country to get to- 
gether and advise congress what action 
to take to relieve the pressure; “for,” 
says The Financier, “if some definite ac- 
tion is not taken very promptly the coun- 
try will witness one of the worst, if not 
the worst, commercial panies that has 
ever occurred in this or any other coun- 
try. We are inclined to be optimistic, 
even when everything looks dark before 
us, but. at present we view with genuine 
Alarm the sure indications of impending 
disaster. The business community must 
be lifted out of the fog of distress and 
doubt in which it is shrouded and the 
wheels of commerce will at once re- 
volve.” 

This is not reassuring, but it is entirely 
justified by the conditions that the 
country has been compelled to face since 
Charles demonetized silver by 
making it redeemable in gold. 

The remedy which The Financier pro- 
poses is vague and unsatisfactory. We 
place no confidence in the views -and 
schemes of who are called and 
Who call themselves “our eminent finan- 
ciers.” Their attitude during the eon- 
test over the unconditional repeal of the 
Sherman law showed how blindly sel- 
fish they ::@ They denounced all syb- 
stitute legis!ntion in the direction 
making both vold and silver the stand- 
ard money of the country, and insisted 
that uneonditional repeal was the true 
reinedy for the financial crisis—whereas, 
every sensible man should have known 
and predicted that the formal revival of 
the Sherman law of 1875 would make 
the crisis more acute and add new dan- 
gers to a most dangerous situation. 

But the “eminent financiers” had their 
way. By the aid of the administration 
they cajoled and browbeat demoeratie 
congressmen and succeeded in defeating 
all attempts substitute democratie 
legislation for the Sherman law. They 
had their way, and the result-is shown 
in the situation described by The Finan- 
cier, 

The condition that has excited the 
Alarm of The Financier was predicted in 
these columns, and in the columns of 
every other democratic paper that stood 
on the Chicago platform, long before 
the “eminent financiers” suceeeded in 
legally re-establishing the single gold 
standard by the unconditional repeal of 
the purchasing clause of the Sherman 
act. : 

But we do not propose to engage in 
the “I-told-you-so” business. It is profit- 
less at this time, when it is the duty of 
all who are interested in the welfare of 
the people to seek for a remedy for the 
conditions which have alarmed The Fi- 
nancier and others who have intelli- 
gently watched developments. The rem- 
edy which The Financier has asked the 
“eminent financiers’ of the country to 
provide would hardly meet the desires or 
the necessities of the people. Experi- 
ence has shown that the “eminent finan- 
ciers” are in the habit of promoting their 
own selfish interests first, without due 
regard for the interests of the people. 

The remedy which The Financier 
secks will have to come through legisla- 
tion, and this legislation Will have to be 
enacted by the democrati@yongress. In 
other words, the responsibNity for the 
present condition of affairs rests wholly 
on the democrats in congress, and they 
might as well accept it and make the 
best of it. They have-it in their power 
to apply a remedy that will be entirely 
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effectual in relieving the people from the 
depression that now weighs heavily on 
all the forces of business and industry. 
They have it in their power to bring re- 
lief to all interests. 

This power should have been exercised 
long ago. In the emergency that con- 
frouts the people the delay of the demo- 
crats in giving force and effect to the 
democratic pledges has been inexplicable 
and irritating. And it has been a costly 
delay to every interest that is affected 
by the financial crisis. 

Fourteen months ago the people voted 
the party into power, with full contro: 
of every branch of the government and 
gave it a commission to carry out the 
pledges of the platform. Fourteen 
months have passed and the only piece 
of legislation of any importance that has 
received the presidential sanction is the 
act unconditionally repealing the pur- 
chasing clause of the Sherman law—an 
act that violates both the letter and 
spirit of the democratic platform, and 
that has forced upon the country a cri- 
Sis more acute and more dangerous than 
that which it was intended to remedy. 

The delay has been disastrous. Our 
currency system is dislocated. Shrink- 
age has seized on -every form of prop- 
erty and depression has fallen upon 
every line of business and every form 
of industry. With all this there is the 
uncertainty that hangs about tariff leg- 
islation. This doubt and uncertainty, 
added to the depression caused by the 
single gold standard, produces a situation 
that the business and industrial forces 
of the country find absolutely intolera- 
ble. 

They know that at least a partial rem- 
edy is in the hands of congress. They 
know that prompt action on the tariff 
bill will remove the doubt and uncer- 
tainty that now adds to the pressure of 
the real condition of affairs. They will 
deeply resent any further delay in this 
direction. 

And behind the business element stand 
the people, who were promised by those 
who urged the unconditional repeal of 
the Sherman Jaw that this was the first 
step towards bimetallisim—the first step 
toward carrying out the pledge of the 
platform which declares that both gold 
and silver shall be the standard money 
of the country. The people are anxious 
and restless. They want to know, and 
they have the right to know, when the 
second and final step in the direction of 
bimetallism will be taken. 

Let there be no more delay. Let the 
democrats get together and carry out 
the pledges of their platform—not a 
part, but all of them. 

Pass the Wilson bill, repeal the 10 per 
cent tax on state bank circulation, im- 
pose a tax on incomes and then give to 
the country the crowning act of relief by 
making both gold and silver the stand- 
ard money of the country.

“Let Justice Be Done!” 

We observe that quite a number of 
our exchanges from all parts of the coun- 
try have taken up The Constitution's 
Suggestion. that ex-Hawaiian Minister 
Stevens should be impeached and con- 
victed if guilty of malfeasance in office. 
as has been charged, while, if innocent. 
he is entitled to vindication. > : 

As the matter stands ex-Minister Ste- 
vens, through the official proclamation 
of the president in his message to con- 
gress, has been declared guilty of a gross 
offense against the government whieh 
he represented at Hawaii, and = the 
charge goes deeper than that of mal- 
feasance in office. It approximates trea- 
son. 

This is a serious charge and the grav- 
ity of the offense, if offense has been 
committed, is such that the matter ean- 
not be dropped with the mere declara- 
tion that ex-Minister Stevens has been 
guilty of official infamy. The president 
Should demand that these charges be 
sifted to the bottom by congress through 
the impeachment and trial of the ex-min- 
ister. It is the only way to punish him 
if guilty, and to vindicate him if inno- 
cent of the charges that have been made 
against him. If guilty, congress should 
say so after a full hearing, and if inno- 
ceut he is entitled to the vindication of 
ain aequittal. 

Should those who charge treason 
against the ex-minister—and it is practi- 
cally treason that is ¢harged—not insist 
upon an impeachment and a complete 
investigation of the merits of the case by 
ex-Minister Stevens himself 
Should demand a hearing on the charges 
that have been entered against him. He 
has, to all intents and purposes, been 
declared a traitor. If he believes that 
an injustice has been done him. and 
that his conduct at Hawaii was not out 
of Keeping with his official trust as a 
representative of this government, then 
he should demand a hearing from con- 
gress, and if he is not guilty he has noth- 
ing to fear from the result. If, on the 
other hand, he is guilty, the people 
should know it and an example should 
be made of his case. 

There is no half-way ground. Ix- 
Minister Stevens is guilty or he is not 
guilty. If he is guilty he should be tried 
and convicted. If he is innocent he 
should be tried and acquitted. In either 
event he should be impeached, with a 
view to arriving at a definite conclusion 
by trial and doing justice to all con- 
cerned,

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Railroad Rates to Florida. 

There is but one thing that stands in 
the way of making Florida the tourists’ 
paradise of the western hemisphere, and 
that is the matter of railroad rates. 

It is a remarkable fact, but neverthe- 
less true, that tourists’ rates from the 
New England and the middle states to 
California are cheaper than they are to 
Florida, though the distance to Califor- 
nia is twice that to Florida. California 
is Florida’s only competitor, not because 
its advantages are greater than Flor- 
ida’s, because they are not, but on ae- 
count of the fact that the western rail- 
roads are making every possible exertion 
and offering every inducement to turn 
the tourist tide to California. Of course 
the novelty of a trip to the far west and 
the Pacific coast carries thousands of 
tourists to California every year. It is 
a beautiful country, and well worth the 
trip, but when it comes to comparing 
California with Florida in the matter of 
climate the latter is as far ahead as a 
Georgia January is ahead of a January 
in Minnesota.

Florida has been, in a few years, trans- 


formed from a wilderness into the most 
beautiful and attractive part of the 
country during the winter months. It 
has become the American Riviera, and 
its gorgeous hotels and palatial private 
winter residences eclipse in grandeur 
anything of the kind to be found in Eu- 
rope or anywhere else. No wonder that 
people should come by thousands and 
tens of thousands from the frozen and 
snow-covered states of the north and 
west to bask in Florida’s sunshine. 
What nature has not done for Florida 
the hand of man has accompiished. Its 
development during the past few years 
has been almost miraculous. Its web- 
work of interwoven railroads renders 
every part of the tropical peninsula eas- 
ily accessible. Mr. Plant has given spe- 
cial attention to the development of the 
western, or gulf coast, and his magnifi- 
cent Tampa bay investment is an ever- 
lasting monument to his genius. Under 
Mr. Flagler’s magie touch the east, or 
Indian river coast, has been spanned for 
nearly three hundred miles with a rail- 
road paralleling the river, and bringing 
the tourist within easy access of the fa- 
mous Lake Worth section, and connect- 
ing from the Ponce de Leon, at St. Au- 
gustine, to the Royal Poinciana, at Lake 
Worth, two wonderful marvels in hotel 
construction, the Ponce de Leon being 
the paragon of all resort hotels known 
to civilization. 

With these advantages, and with all 
the incomparable inducements offered 
by Florida, it is a pity that it should not 
enjoy every advantage given to other 
sections less blessed by nature. Of 
course, the Florida railroads and the 
trunk lines leading into Florida would 
be willing to co-operate in any move- 
ment which has in view the development 
of Florida travel. It rests, therefore, on 
connecting trunk lines in the New Eng- 
land, middle and western states to give 
Florida at least the same benefits and 
advantages offered to California. The 
people of Florida and the vast railroad 
interests of that state should not be con- 
tent until they find that they are being 
treated with at least the same considera- 
tion extended to the Pacitie coast. This 
is a question well worth investigating 
by the railroads and the people of Flor- 
ida. The Constitution is interested in 
Florida, not only beeause it has thou- 
sands of readers in that state, which it 
covers before sundown on the day of 
publication, but because it feels a just 
pride in its development, in bringing 
about whieh The Constitution takes 
now, as it has always taken, the liveliest 
interest. 
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A Remarkable Showing. 


The Constitution has contended for 
sometime that the depression which is 
playing havoc with the east is less: po- 
tent in the south. It is seriously felt 
here of course. It has embarrassed a 
great many people. It has nipped a 
great many enterprises in the bud and 
it has had a decided impression on gen- 
eral business. But it has not heen 
serious in its results, real or anticipated, 
as it has been at the east. 

This is not owing altogether to the 
fact that the interests of the east are 
vaster and more complicated than those 
of the south, but to the fact that the 
chronie Jack of eurrency here as com- 
pared with the vast volume in cirewla- 
tion at the money centers has compelled 
our business and industrial forees to ad- 
just themselves to a state of semi-jvinie. 
This adjustment was and is in the diree- 
tion of rigid economy, a conservation 
of energy, so to speak, and an earnest 
effort on all sides to get out of debt. 

Therefore, while the east is looking 
forward with alarm to another financial 
erash, more serious than that of last 
summer, the south has already taken 
steps to shelter itself when the storm 
comes. A recent telegram in The Con- 
stitution from Augusta contained the 
folowing cheerful review: 

In a year of unexampled depression in 
cotton manufacturing in the eastern states, 
the mills of Georgia and South Carolina 
have been running on full time. With ecli- 
matic advantages, cheap water power and 
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‘raw material at first cost, all the large fac- 


tories have made money and paid dividends. 
The mills in and around Augusta make a 
splendid showing for the year just closed, 
Augusta factory, capital $600,000, paid 6 per 
cent dividend; the Enterprise Manufactur- 
ing Company, capital $750,000, 6 per cent; the 
Sibley Manufacturing Company, capital 
$1,000,000, 6 per cent; the King Manufactur- 
ing Company, capital $1,000, 000, 6 
per cent; the Graniteville Manufactur- 
ing Company, capital $600,000, 10 per cent. 
The Langley Manufacturing Company has 
increased its capital during the year from 
$200,000 to $600,000 and will pay a semi-annual 
dividend of 3 per cent on its increased capi- 
tal. 

The records of these mills show that the 
south is the most inviting field for cotton 
manufacturing, ana the indications aré that 
in the near future new factories will be 
started in this section. In 1880 the south 
consumed 200,000 bales of cotton. In 1893 the 
southern mi!'’s consumed 600,000 bales. There 
could be no stronger evidence of the south’s 
superiority over the north in its advantages 
for cotton manutacturing than that during 
the past year northern mills have been shut 
down, while mills in the south have been 
running on full time, and have paid good 
dividends, 

This is, indeed, a remarkable showing 
and bears out what The Constitution has 
heretofore said in regard to the business 
and industrial interests of the south, as 
compared with those of the east and 
horth. There are fewer people out of 
employment in this section, and while 
the shrinkage of values and the fall of 
prices haye seriously retarded industrial 
development and affected business inter- 
ests, nevertheless we are getting along 
fairly well. 

The condition that compels business 
men to use unaccustomed caution and to 
employ new methods of economy falls 
with fearful effect on the manufacturing 
interests of the east, for the situation is 
such that southern merchants and busi- 
men are not replenishing their 
stocks to any great extent, but are run- 
ning along far within the lines of safety. 

Our farmers, too, are in a better con- 
dition than they have been for years. 
The hard times of the past year have 
compelled them to raise their own sup- 
plies. They have plenty of corn and 
plenty of meat, and although the low 
price of cotton has cut off all profits from 
that source, they have managed.to pry 
their debts. They are now waiting qui- 
etly to see what the politicians propose 
to do. 

Meanwhile, the showing made with re- 
gard to the condition of the southern 
cotton mills cannot fail to impress north- 
ern capitalists who have experience in 
cotton manufacturing. Mills that have 
paid reasonable dividends during the 
past tweive months may be reasonably 
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expected to weather any financial storm 


that may result from the depression 
caused by the single gold standard, and 
this fact will have a tendency to con- 
vince those who have money to invest 
in cotton manufacturing that the south 
is. the place for such investments.

A Mirderer Cams Near Securing His 
Release on This Penalty Yesterdey. 
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HAVE THE  OSOLLAR 


Otherwise He Would Now Be Free—He 
Was Arraigned with a Number of 
Other Slight Offenders. 


The confusion wrought by the profusion 
of holiday prisoners is near enough akin to 
chaos to turn the hair of the average police 
judge gray in one experience. lt was so 
mixed yesterday that a man charged with 
murder came within an ace of going free 
with the minimum penalty of one dollar 
and cost. 

The instance occurred when Jim Collier, 
the young negro who shot and killed Hen- 
rietta Simmons on Christmas day, was ar 
raigned for trial. In addition to the charge 
of murder entered on the docket at police 
headquarters against Collier, a charge of 
discharging firearms within the city limits 
was written down against him. This lat 
ter is of itself a distinct charge, and with 
the motley throng that passed in review 
before the recorder yesterday, Collier 
marched by for trial. 

There was nothing 
pearance, expression, clothes or in the 
charge to indicate to the recowmier that 
Collier had killed a woman the day before 
and.was locked up for it. The judge sur- 
veyed him for about the brief space of the 
hundredth part of a second, and said: 

“Collier, you are charged with discharg- 
ing firearms in the city limits—are you 
guilty?’ 

Collier looked up nervously, which is not 
an unusual thing for a police court de- 
fendant to do, and said, ‘‘Yes, judge, of 
course I’m guilty, but—’’ 

He was going on to explain the details, 
but the judge interrupted him with ‘‘one 
and costs,’’ and the negro looked around in 
a bewildered way as if such a penalty for 
the commission of a murder was a revela- 
ion to him. ‘‘Have you got the money?’ 
asked Uncle Jimmy Parrish. Collier shook 
his head, but looked toward the audience 
for a friend who might have it. lf that 
friend had been within the range of Col- 
lier’s vision the negro would have gone 
free, but there was no one in sight to whom 
he could appeal. He was carried back 
into the prison and after court adjourned 
Recorder Calhoun learned with much sur- 
prise that he had tried a man on a charge 
of murder and dismissed him on a fine of 
one and cost. 

Coroner Paden yesterday held an inquest 
over the body of Henrietta Simmons, the 

who died from Collier’s pistol. The 
in line with the policy 
those who point pistols at 
people, and explain aiter the person is 
dead that they didn’t Know the xun was 
loaded. The jury examined into the facts 
and returned a verdict of death from a 
pistol in the hands of Jim Collier, and 
that Collier was guilty of criminal negli- 
gence in handling his pistol. 

Coroner Paden stated last night that he be- 
lieved all such cases should take a similar 
direction. He thinks the prosecution of a 
few of the fools will have a wholesome 
effect in the way of checking tragedies 
of that kind. Collier will be held and the 
case brought to the attention of the grand 
jury at its next meeting.

“Chaotic contusion,”’ said the judge, yes- 
terday afternoon, ‘“‘that’s no name for the 
condition of politics over in our state, but 
we are at last beginning to get things in 
shape and 1 hope that before many months

“Just now the gubernatorial race is inter- 
esting the people. It is going to be a hot 
fight and the men are in to the finish. it 
has been said that Oates would not an- 


nounce, but you may put it down Oates is 
in for governor, and he is going to make a 
good fight.

- ENGLAND CLOSED 


And Our Market in Doubt Whether to 
Advance or Decline, 


BUT CHOOSES THE LATTER COURSE, 


Aided by Decreased Earnings by the Roads 
Reporting and Other Rumors. 
Cotton Heavy and Lower.

December 26.—The placing 
In the hands of receivers late on Saturday 
of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe rail, 
road was one of the several factors which 
depressed the speculation on the stock ex- 
change today, more particularly the deal- 
ings in the Atchison securities. Another 
depressing influence was the uncertainty of 
the situation in regard to New England. 
The payment of the January disbursement 
is yet in doubt anu there were uncomiioria- 
ble rumors that the control of the road will, 
in the near future, if it has not already been 
taken out of the hands of the present man- 
agement. There were free selling moye- 
ments in both stocks. New England, after 
an early decline of 1%, advanced 1% per 
cent, only, however, to again give way and 
quickly seek a lower level, reaching 2 per 
cent, with a-subsequent recovery of % and 
@ reaction of 1% per cent. The closing price 
was 1%4 below Saturday’s. Atchison, after 
a drop of 1% at the opening, rose 1 per cent 
on purchases of 6,600 shares. Then the sell- 
ing began anew and the improvement was 
entirely lost. During the rest of the day 
the stock was firmly held, fluctuating be- 
tween 13 and 13%, and closing at 15%, which 
is only 1% below the closing prices of Sat- 
urday. Tl@ general trend of sentiment 
seems to be that the receivership will not 
be of very long duration and that the inter- 
est of the stockholders will be carefully 
Jooked after. The London stock exchange 
being closed today possibly prevented heav- 
ier selling, as London is a larger holder of 
Atchison securities, particularly of the 
bonds. which were very weak in this mar- 
ket, the 4’s declining 414 per cent and rally- 
ing 1 per cent, the seconds seling down 
3%, and recovering “% per cent. The an- 
nouncement that the St. Paul earnings for 
the third week in December, showing a de- 
crease of over $173,000, served to depreciate 
the value of the shares, large blocks of 
which changed hands. The opening price 
was \4 per cent lower and an adyance of % 
per cent was made, after which the selling 
movement was begun which resulted in a

NEW YORK, December 26—Our correspon- 
dewts, like those of all nouses having 4

The amount that was in sight 
according to the New Orleans exchange f'ri- 
day last, was about 5,050,000 bales anu with 
port movement of 250,000, if not more, if 
should give about 330,000 to 349,000 bales to 
come into sig‘ht this week, and therefore 
bring the total amount in sight on Friday 
next very near 5,400,000 bales. These figures, 
therefore, 


indicate only 1,600,000 bales must 
come into sight hereafter to make 7,000,000 
bales. Whether it will be that much or 
more is now the question. We have made 
only one estimate,and that in October, name- 
ly, 7,400,000 bales maximum, and we shall 
still adheve to it. In other words that it 
will not be more than thit, and how much 
less the next few moxths will show though 
the figures, so far as indicated by the 
turns embraced in our crop circular of last 
week, would indicate a crop of less than 
7,000,000 bales. The feeling naturally is that 
Liverpool will be considerably lower §to- 
morrow, but if only slightly lower we shall 
improve here from the decline here since 
Friday.

A 
liquiaation of the January interest caused 
that position to fall to 20 points below 
March and carriers have beer active in 
putting forward their cotton at current dif- 
lerences. A feeling seems to be Browing 
that the reports from the south of.a short 
crop have again proved wrong and many 
or those who have supported the market 
under the belief that a decrease in the 
movement would appear at any moment 
have lost courage and parted with their 
holdings. With the ijimited speculation and 
the indisposition of northern spinners to buy 
heavily because of the fear of the unset- 
tled condition of affairs during the tariff 
discussion, leaves the market without great 
support, although the large buyers o1 last 
week have as yet shown no disposition Ao 
part with their holdings. Ther policy “ap- 
pears to be to gradually accummuiate,& line 
on each depression and when price# raliy 
they do not part with any large c@antity 
of cotton. The knowledge of this :@ndition 
of the market prevents many frorf selling 
cotton at present prices who wogid other- 
wise be identified with the bear party, 
whose operations are based upon a convic- 
tion that the south is again misleading the 
country in their crop estimates.

A HORRIBLE FATE. 


Mojave Indians Burn a Womhn for 
Bearing Twins. 


Los Angeles, Cal., December 26.—A horri- 
ble story of the wild law and superstition 
of the Mojave Indians is told by J. F. 
Saunders, who arrived last. evening from 
The Needles, a town on the Colorado river, 
on the Atlantic and Pacific railway. He 
had heard the details just before he took 
the train and they seemed to be corrob- 
orated by an account given in a local paper, 
The Eye, which he brought with him. ‘The 
Mojave Indians’ reservation is abour h: lf a 
mile from The Needles and the aborigines 
are virtually their own masters, having 
their own laws and superstition. From 
Saunder’s account, on Tuesday last, a triple 
murder was committed under the plea of'a 
tradition by the Indians. One of the pret- 
tiest squaws of the tribe, known as Loneta, 
was married, according to the savage rites, 
about a year ago. She was a comely gir}, 
only eighteen years old, and had picked up 
some eduation. Her husband was one of 
the bravest and appeared to be very fund 
of her. Sunday last she gave birth to twins 
and as a result, a grand powwow was call- 
ed for. According to the Mojave tradition, 
the squaw who has twins is a witch and a 
of evil spirits. The penalty has 
always been death for the babies and 
mother. 

Loneta’s husband was so fond of her that 
he made a strong plea for her and her ba- 
bies, but it qas of no avail. The medicine 
men heid that the old custom must be ob- 
served and the two little ones wera brought 
forward and brairied with a club. Loneta 
was Kept for a more trying ordeal, which 
she suffered without complaint. Every one 
of her personal belongings were gathered 
and put into her ‘“‘shack,’’ and she was or- 
dered inside. She bid her husband farewell 
an@ went in. The entrance was closed. 
Straw and brush were piled about the frail 
structure and fired, and in two hours noth- 
ing but a few embers remained to tell the 
tragic story. 

Officers at The Needles learned the facts 
too late to interfere and the poor squaw, 
with this horrid torture, passed to the hap- 
py hunting ground, where her ill-starred off- 
springs had preceded her. 
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REDWINE TO BE TRIED. 
Judge Pardee Will Be in Atlanta on 
the Oth of January. 

It now looks as if Lewis Redwine Is going 
to have an early trial. A letter was received 
from Judge Pardee, of New Orleans, yes- 
terday, in which he stated that he was 
ready to begin the trial of Redwine on the 
9th of January, provided that date was 

agreeable to the attorneys interested. 

It was expected that Judge Padee would 
come to Atlanta on the Ist of the month 
for the purpose of trying the case, but his 
circumstances are such that he could not 
get away. 

In view of the mumber of months which 
have elapsed since the alleged crime was 
committed it is thought that both sides will 
be ready for trial when the case is called. 

Redwine has now been in fail for nearly 
a year, the period of his incaration dating 
back to last February. His imprisonment 
has not to any very great extent altered his 
personal appearance. Owtwardly he is the 
same Lewis Redwine who was imprisoned 
nearly a year-ago. 

The trial of the case will, in all probabil- 
ity, occupy several days, and will be one 
of the most remarkable criminal investiga- 
tions on record. 

Both sides of the case will make a deter- 
mined fight and from an oratorical, as well 
as an argumentative point of view. the pro- 
ceedings will no doubt be full of interest.

The Christmas Celebration of 
Brown, of Ohio, Ended: Sadly. 


BADLY BEATEN AND SHOT YESTERDAY. 


He Can Tell but Little About the Occure- 
rence, but Bears the Marks of the 
Affray-—A Bulletin His Side. 


A nineteen-year-old young man, claiming 
Cleveland, O., as his home, rounded up his 
Christmas iubilation with an oversized jag, 
and in a moment of mental oblivion, super- 
snduced by his jag, fell into a difficulty, 
which he tote lls unable to tell about, 
Lut Which is souched for by a bullet hole 
in his side and an ugly mark on his head. 

She young man is Frank Brown, and he 
says his home is at 221 Herald street, 
Cleveland, O. He reached Atlanta yester- 
day, coming here from Chattanooga with 
his chum, a young man of the name of 
Frank Blue. Brown says he was formerly 
an employe of the Malleable iron works 
of Cleveland. 

Blue and VLrown did not taste Christmas 
booze sparingly, and as the consequence of 
their unrestricted indulgence in this rather 
skittish beverage they were, as Mr. Llue 
expresses it, ‘‘very happy’’ yesterday after- 
noon, 

They established themselves on the rail- 
read track, about three hundred yards east 
of the union depot,.and proceeded te make 
a merry Christmas for their own private 
delectation and enjoyment. During the 
course of the festivities several. Atianta 
Sports approached them and besought the 
hohor of. participation in the festive carry- 
ings on. 

What followed neither Blue nor Brown is 
able to tell except in a general way. The 
extent of their knowledge of the scrap is 
that a fight occurred and that pistols and 
Knives were used freely. Blue says he 
has a dim remembrance of taking a crutch 
from a crippled man who was looking on 
at tne figne and whaling a tellow over the 
head with it. 

He says Brown wasebadly done up, and 
he, seeing the ‘“‘bulls,’’ otherwise Known 
as policemen, coming, he skipped. Brown 
Was taken wi cnaige by tue police and 
carried to police headquarters. He was 
very bloody and said he was shot in two 
places. He was locked up and his wounds 
examined, 

A bullet hole was found in his left side 
and a ragged cut was on his forehead. 
It could not be decided whether the wound 
on his head was made by a glancing bullet 
or with a knife. The wounds were ex- 
ceedingly painful, but not serious. Brown 
spent the night in a cell, suffering consid- 
erable pain. An hour after Brown’s arrest 
Blue was arrested on the street tor drunk- 
enness. 

He insists that he acted so as to cause 
the officer to arrest him, as he wanted to 
get to his friend. He says he will stick to 
Brown to the last.

HE'S OUT ON BAIL. 


Gaston Waived a Farther Preliminary 
Hearing Yesterday. 


HIS BOND WAS SET AT $950. 


Mrs. Hubbard Has Filed a Suit for a Di- 
vorce from Her Husband—A Mort- 
gage Foreclosed. 


The case of Benjamin Gaston was con- 
cluded, as far as Justice Orr’s court is fur- 
ther concerned, yesterday, and Gaston was 
allowed to make bond of $50 on each war- 
rant, the total sum being $950 for the nine- 
teen warrants. 

The trial was assuming such gigantic pro- 
portions that the attorneys for both sides 
soon saw that it would consume the rest 
of this week and part of next, if ail the 
witnesses were examined,‘m@ say nothing of 
the speeches. 

It is more likely that the case will be 
taken up in the higher court on Monday. 

Gaston was brought from the jail yester- 
Gay morning by Bailiff Boyles and carried 
to the basement of the courtpouse, where 
the same crowd that char&acterized the 
other days, were again on hand. Only two 
witnesses for the defense had been exarm- 
ined and each witness had occupied a coupie 
of hours, since each one was required by 
the rigid direct examination and the severe 
cross to tell the history of the Liberian 
Emigration Society. All of the witnesses 
heretofore examined declared that’ the 
white society had nothing to do with “Mr. 
Gaston’s association.” 

Arrangements were made on Monday 
whereby the release of Gaston could be se- 
cured on a bond, and when it was an- 
nounced by Mr. Jack Slaton and Coionel 
Thomas, the opposing counsel, that further 
preliminary hearing would be waived, the 
negroes in the courtroom became very much 
excited. When it wag announced:that he 
could make bond the courtroom became 
nearly uproarious. The making of the 
nineteen bonds of $50 each was perfected in 
the jurg room, and when Justice Orr re- 
turned to his bench he announced that 
Gaston was free until Monday. The ne- 
groes that have followed Gaston #ithout 
wavering flung themselves about him and 
on him, and the brethren and -sister’n in- 
sisted, in many tinstances, upon being al- 
lowed to give him the kiss of peace and 
faith. 

Gaston was then led from the courthouse 
by two of his retainers, closely followed by 
the entire throng. Outside he made a 
short speech, declaring and reiterating that 
he was innocent. and thanking those that 
had stood by him in his time of trouble. 
He said that it was his mission to go out 
among his race and lead them to their 
rightful home. 

Suing for a Divorce. 

A suit for divorce was filed yesterday by 
Mrs. Florence Hubbard against her hus- 
band, W. L. Hubbard, who was, at one 
time, a deputy sheriff of Fulton ,county. 
The petition for a divorce was filed! vester- 
day morning, and cites as item first that 
the marriage of the foregoing parties oc- 
curred October 19, 1882. 

Mrs. Hubbard’s allegations are that she 
has been a faithful wife to her husband, 
who, she declares, has proved recreant to 
his marriage vows The grounds for the 
divorce are that her husband has been cruel 
to her and cursed her, appbiying some very 
highly colored epithets in her direction. 
The separation from her husband, she sets 
forth, took place on the 6th of December, 
and now she wants a divorce and alimony. 
She alleges that her husband is worth $8,700. 

Foreclosed a Mortente. 

The mortgage given to I... Franklin by 
E. A. Franklin, the cut-price whisky store 
man, was foreclosed yesterdav. The amount 
of the mortgage was $950 and Sheriff Barnes 
closed up the saloon.
